\Great Street Operations Com- 
ing Year.

™‘ ts entirely new work, and does not 
include even streets which it is rea- 
sonably certain will come in for this 
service durine the year, but which have 
not yet completed the “red tape” pro- 
ceedings necessary before the job is 
passed on to the City Engineer. Tak- 
‘ing these into consideration,, the com- 
ing year’s figures would total $1,500,000, 
| On top of all thts ordered work now 
comes the report that soon after the 
|) ¢ year opens. property owners on 
Pasadena avenue will ask for the pay- 
ing of that street, from Avenue 59 to 
 rmion Way, the intersection of Pas- 
adena avenue with the county road 
which leads to Lincoln Park and South 
Pasadena. 

A riajority of the property frontage 
hae been signed up for this improve- 
ment; but the projectors are not con- 
tent ~ith this and are still working 
to seeure further frontage, so there will 
be no chance of delays because of a 
possible withdrawal.

Worn out and despondent, - 


varied journalistic 
career began under Horace 
Greeley on the New York Tribune 
more than forty years ago, yesterday 
morning attempted suicide by jumping 
from the second-story window of the 
lodging-house at No. 630 Central ave- 
nue. An examination at the Receiving 


injury, but the man appeared 
He asserted that the cuts on his left 
leg, caused by his fall, resulted from 
stepping through thin ice. 

For nearly a year, since his arrival 
in Los Angeles, the old man, who has 
passed the age of three score and ten, 
supported himself meagerly by the 
sale of cheap perfume on the street. 
Nothing was known of him except by 
a few political radicals wh omade his 
acquaintance, and to whom he showed 
treasured letters from well-known fig- 
ures in the field of eastern journalism 
with whom he had worked long ago. 

For many years his radicalism was 
made good use of on the Tribune, in 
exposing the iniquities of the Tweed 
ring, but finally passed beyond the 
bounds set by the policy of the paper. 

One day, according to Elliot’s story, 
Horace Greeley said to him: “Tom, 
you're using up great many columns 
of my paper with stuff I don't want 
to publish. Why don't you start a 
paper of your own?” Acting en the 
suggestion, which was really nothing 
more than one of the great journal- 
ist’s flashes of temper, Biliot resigned 
his position on the Tribygne and went 
to Boston, where he ed a paper, 
to which he gave the ive name, 
“Volcano,” 

The Volcano spouted bgimstone for 
several years, arousing sufficient in- 
terest to attain a circulation of nearly 
15,000 copies. It also attracted the 
attention of the authorities, and the 
editor-proprietor was frequentiy in 
trouble. 4 Little by little the reula- 
tion dwindled and the funds sank low. 
The Voleano became extinct. Worn 
by the struggle, and depressed by the 
failure of the enterprise into which 
he had poured the fervor of his. na- 
ture, he became a wanderer. 

Coming 

his services to a lé@ca] Socialist sheet, 
and wrote many brief articles which 
displayed ability. None of them was 
published. ‘They were fiery enough, 
but with a radicalism of the past. 
Disappointed in bis last effort to make 
his wild cry of protest heard, he be- 
came despondent. 
And now he lies in the County Hos- 
pital, possibly never to leave it alive,. 
dreaming somberly of the olden time 
when he wielded a pen of power in 
Boston and New York.

Then comes a professor in one of 
California universities and sets 


the aim of education. He thinks our 
system of education is chaotic and 
he would bring about a radical revolu- 
tion which would put the whole sys- 
tem under the control of the Federal 
government, working out a uniform 
system for the whole United States 
after the manner of the German lower 
schools, gymnasia and universities, 
He thinks that the remedy. for 
evils in a democratic government lies 
in “education, more education, and | 
theh more and more education.” 

Now undoubtedly both of these’ 
views are partly right and partly | 
wrong. Undoubtedly there is too lit- 


lic schools and too little account of 
the course in life that these pupils 
will have to pursue. it is not easy 
"to devise practical means by which 
the school shall be conducted for the 
less progressive and bright pupils to 
the detriment of the bright and pro- 
gressive ones. It would be difficult to 
get teachers to devote their time to 
the dull, slow, plodding boy and 
crush the -natural feeling of admira- 
tion and regard that grows up in the 
mind for the progressive, diligent, at- 
tentive, studious child. 

The university professor is right 
when he says that in a popular’ gov- 
ernment the great safeguard is edu- 
eation and more and more education. 
But when he comés to apply in the 
United States the imperial system in 
existence in Germany he loses sight 
entirely of the radical differences in 
forms of government. 

As to the necessity of education for 
the citizens of a popular government, 
there can be no argument; but the 
question arises, What is education? 
There is room for dispute whether a 
thorough acquaintance with the tech- 
nical details of carpentry, especially 
in its finer forms, does not develop 
a more highly educated human being 
than a partial, inefficient and badly 
‘comprehended study of tIatin or 
Greek. This is from the mere mental 
point of view. Development of men- 
tal powers, when the moral facul- 
ties are ignored will not make better 
citizens. The highly educated im- 
moral man is much more dangerous 
than the uneducated !mmoral man; 
and mental training and moral de- 


mo matter how sad the world may ap- 
pear in some of its aspects. For

HE GRATEFUL REPUBLIC. 

The local newspapers this week 
inform us of the distribution of over 
$i.v,000 by the government in pen- 
sions to the soldiers at the National 
Soldiers’ Home. ItTs said to be the 
largest sum of money ever disbursed 
at that institution. ~~. 

Ever since the war closed forty years 
ago there has been more or less ad- 
verse comment on paying pensions to 
the soldiers of the Civil War, or of 
any other war. Undoubtedly there 
have been frauds more or less numer- 
ous and more or less gross practiced 
by unpatriotic scoundrels, in the dis- 
tribution of these pensions. If these 


‘frauds were all p..ced before our eyes

This spirit of war, the 
true soul of Japan, will never be will- 
ing to remain in barracks for any 
length of time. Jt soon demands a new 
war. Where will a war be found to ap- 
pease it by that ring of political trick- 
sters called Sat-Ch. except in a for- 
eign war? Thus it will be ever. After 
they have fought:America they must 
find some other country to make war 
upon. That next. in all probability, 
will be Holland. For Japan must have 
the Dutch East Indies. And so it will 
go on.” 

If, ag the correspondent asserts, 
Japan will endeavor to take the Dutch 
East Indies, she will then, in all prob- 
ability, have Germany to reckon with. 
By that time those island possessions 
of Holland will either be in the clutch 
of Germany or she will be ready to 
put up a fight for them. 

But whichever way the present con- 
ditions are figured, there seems to be 
but little question that Japan will con- 
tinue to be the great disturbing factor 
in the world’s peace for generations to 
come. She has planned to spend $37,- 
000,000 on her navy in tue next seven 
years, She is figuring to grow rich 
out of Korea and Manchuria.

HE COLORADO — HARRIMAN’S

the Colorado River into its channel,

According to the story told to the 
officers, Nelson came from the East 
a month ago, having been a neigh- 
bor of the Stoddards in England. He 
was made much of, and he and Stod- 
dard were on the best of terms until 
about a week ago, when Stoddard sud- 
denly awoke at 4 o'clock in the morn+ 
ing, and, missing his wife, found her 
talking to Nelson in his room. 

Quite a scene followed, but* the wife 
and boarder succeedeqd in making 
Stoddard believe that she had gone to 
the room to give some medicine to 
Nelson, who claimed to have been 
taken strangely ill, and Stoddarid’s 
suspicions were thus easily calmed. 

Neighbors state that while Stoddard 
was at work Nelson returned to the 
houge, and that when children resid- 
ing |close by went over to play with 
the little Stoddard girl. they found 
Mrs, Stoddard and Neilson busily pack- 
ing up, and they explained that they 
were going away.
